The  75th  General  Assembly,  following  a  1967  Commission 
recommendation,  overwhelmingly  approved  a  resolution 
calling  for  a  vote  on  the  question  of  a  Constitutional 
Convention  (Senate  Joint  Resolution  2),  and  the  people, 
in  the  November  1968  election,  by  a  strong  majority  ap¬ 
proved  this  action. 

In  preparing  for  a  Convention  the  Commission  had  been 
very  active  prior  to  the  November  vote,  and  was  particu¬ 
larly  active  subsequently.  Of  immediate  concern  were 
our  efforts  "to  make  recommendations  to  the  Seventy- 
sixth  General  Assembly  and  the  Governor  for  legislation 
in  relation  to  the  holding  and  organizing  of  a  constitu¬ 
tional  convention  ...  to  the  end  that  a  constitutional 
convention  may  function  expeditiously  and  efficiently.” 

A  summary  of  our  recommendations  was  submitted  to  you  in 
the  Commission's  first  report  of  January  29,  1969.  Our 
detailed  recommendations  for  the  convention  enabling  act 
were  submitted  in  bill  form  to  both  houses  of  the  legis¬ 
lature  on  February  5,  1969.  The  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  concurred  with  many  of  our  suggested  procedures , 
but  not  unexpectedly,  they  made  several  amendments.  Our 
recommendations,  and  the  major  changes  adopted  by  the 
legislature,  are  contained  in  the  following  pages  of  this 
report .

We  have  also  spent  considerable  time  in  getting  ready 
for  the  Convention  by  researching  and  preparing  much  of 
the  background  material  needed  to  conduct  the  Convention. 
For  this  we  engaged  services  of  the  Institute  of  Govern¬ 
ment  and  Public  Affairs  of  the  University  of  Illinois. 

We  have  outlined  our  research  activities  in  this  report. 

Even  though  we  have  undertaken  some  of  the  preparations 
needed  to  insure  the  effective  conduct  of  the  Convention, 
further  preparations  should  be  made  before  the  Convention 
convenes.  Toward  this  end,  we  have  recommended,  in  bill 
form  submitted  to  both  houses  of  the  legislature,  that 
the  General  Assembly  continue  the  Constitution  Study  Com¬ 
mission,  with  an  appropriation  sufficient  for  continued 
preparations  for  the  Convention.  Our  suggestions  for 
the  activities  of  the  continued  commission  are  contained 
in  this  report. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  groups  and  individuals 
who  contributed  to  the  resources  of  the  Commission  for 
their  willing,  able,  and  valuable  suggestions.

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ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  COMMISSION 


The  Constitution  Study  Commission  of  the  State  of  Illinois  was 
established  by  the  Seventy- fifth  General  Assembly  through  Senate  Bill 
1376,  which  was  signed  by  the  Governor  on  July  24,  1967. 


Senate  Bill  1376  reads  as  follows:

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 


in  the  General  Assembly: 


Section  1.  There  is  created  a  Constitution  Study  Commission, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Commission,  consisting  of  8  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  appointed  by  the  Speaker  thereof;  8  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  the  President  pro  tempore  thereof;  and 
10  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Of  the  members  appointed  by 
each  appointing  power,  no  more  than  half  shall  be  adherents  of  the 
same  political  party.  No  vacancy  occurs  on  the  Commission  because  a 
legislative  member  is  not  reelected  to  serve  in  the  house  from  which 
he  is  appointed.  Vacancies  occurring  because  of  death  or  resignation 
shall  be  filled  by  the  appointing  authority  for  the  group  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs.  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  receive  no  compensa¬ 
tion  for  their  services  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  performing  their  duties. 


The  Commission  shall  organize,  select  a  chairman  and  such  other 
officers  as  it  deems  expedient  from  its  membership  and  provide  rules 
for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 


Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  compile  in¬ 
formation  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Seventy -s ixth  General  Assem¬ 
bly  and  the  Governor  for  legislation  in  relation  to  the  holding  and 
organizing  of  a  constitutional  convention,  and  to  undertake  studies 
and  research,  collect  and  organize  necessary  background  materials,  and 
provide  for  the  dissemination  thereof  to  the  end  that  a  constitutional 
convention  may  function  expeditiously  and  efficiently. 


Section  3.  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Commis¬ 
sion  may  request  and  shall  receive  from  any  department,  agency  or 
political  subdivision  of  this  State  such  data  and  reasonable  assistance 
as  may  help  the  Commission  in  its  duties.  The  Commission  may  receive 
or  participate  in  any  gift  or  grant  of  funds,  service  or  facilities 
from  any  Federal,  State  or  private  agency  made  for  the  purpose  of  as¬ 
sisting  the  Commission  in  carrying  out  its  function. 


Section  4.  The  Commission  shall  make  a  report  of  its  findings  and 
any  recommendations  for  legislation  it  considers  necessary  to  the 
Seventy-sixth  General  Assembly  and  the  Governor  not  later  than  February 
1,  1969.

Section  5.  The  sum  of  $75  ,000  ,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  appropriated  to  the  Commission  to  carry  out  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Act. 

Section  6.  This  Act  is  repealed  July  1,  1969.

THE  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION  ENABLING  ACT 


Throughout  the  course  of  its  activity,  the  Constitution  Study 
Commission's  most  important  and  urgent  concern  centered  around  the 
drafting  of  enabling  legislation  to  facilitate  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  providing  for  the  selection  of  delegates  and  the 
operation  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1,  Article  XIV  of  the  Illinois  Constitution  stipulates  that 
if  the  calling  of  a  constitutional  convention  is  approved  by  the 
voters  , 

.  .  .  the  General  Assembly  shall,  at  the  next  ses¬ 

sion  provide  for  a  convention,  to  consist  of  double 
the  number  of  members  of  the  Senate,  to  be  elected 
in  the  same  manner,  at  the  same  places,  and  in  the 
same  districts.  The  General  Assembly,  shall,  in 
the  act  calling  the  Convention,  designate  the  day, 
hour,  and  the  place  of  its  members,  fix  the  pay  of 
its  members  and  officers  ,  and  provide  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  same,  together  with  the  expenses  nec¬ 
essarily  incurred  by  the  Convention  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  its  duties. 

Under  this  constitutional  authorization  to  enact  convention  enabling 
legislation,  the  General  Assembly  is  given  wide  latitude  in  some  areas 
while  it  is  restricted  in  others.  Further,  there  are  other  items  which, 
while  excluded  from  the  Constitution,  need  to  be  included  in  the  legis¬ 
lation  to  assure  a  smooth  beginning  procedure  for  the  Convention. 

The  Commission  sought  to  make  realistic  recommendations  to  the 
legislature  on  those  provisions  of  the  Constitution  open  to  interpreta¬ 
tion,  and  to  anticipate  other  needed  details.  The  findings  of  the 
Commission  represent  the  work  of  numerous  meetings  of  the  full  Commis¬ 
sion,  additional  work  of  the  steering  committee,  and  extensive  debate 
on  virtually  every  recommendation.  During  the  course  of  its  delibera¬ 
tions,  the  Commission  consulted  widely  with  experts  in  those  states 
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which  have  recently  experienced  constitutional  conventions,  compared 
the  procedures  of  past  Illinois  conventions,  and  reviewed  the  litera¬ 
ture  in  the  field.  The  Commission  also  had  periodic  memoranda  prepared 
which  served  as  an  initial  framework  for  the  Commission's  discussion 
and  activity.  These  memoranda  are  listed  in  Appendix  I. 


Major  Commission  Recommendations 


The  major  recommendations  of  the  Commission  for  the  enabling  act 
for  the  Convention  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Convention  be  convened  in  the  House  chambers  in 
Springfield  on  November  17,  1969. 

2.  That  a  primary  election  for  the  nomination  of  Convention 
members  be  held  on  September  9,  1969,  and  that  a  general 
election  be  held  on  October  28,  1969. 

3.  That  the  primary  election  will  be  eliminated  in  those  dis¬ 
tricts  where  fewer  than  five  candidates  are  certified  for 
the  ballot. 


4.  That  the  primary  and  general  election  ballots  contain  no 
partisan  party  labels. 

5.  That  the  state  reimburse  local  election  officials  for  the 
cost  of  these  elections,  and  that  $2,500,000  be  appropriat¬ 
ed  for  each  election  for  this  purpose. 

6.  That  the  Convention  members  be  paid  $1,500  a  month  for  a 
maximum  of  $12,000  and  be  reimbursed  for  necessary  ex¬ 
pens  es  . 

7.  That  $1,860,270  be  appropriated  for  the  salary  and  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  delegates,  and  that  $1,000,000  be  appropriat¬ 
ed  for  the  other  expenses  properly  incident  to  conducting 
the  business  of  the  Convention. 

8.  That  legislators  and  other  public  officials  who  are  other¬ 
wise  qualified  be  permitted  to  serve  as  Convention  members 
but  shall  receive  no  salary. 

9.  That  the  state  reimburse  local  election  officials  for  the 
cost  incurred  in  relation  to  the  election  called  by  the 
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Cons ti tutional  Convention  for  submitting  revisions,  or 
amendments  to  the  voters,  and  that  $2,500,000  be  appro¬ 
priated  for  this  purpose. 

These  recommendations,  together  with  the  more  detailed  provisions 
suggested  by  the  Commission  for  the  enabling  act,  were  submitted  to 
both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  form  of  two  companion  bills. 
The  main  bill,  "An  Act  to  Provide  for  a  Constitutional  Convention,” 
contained  the  recommendations  for  conducting  the  election  of  delegates , 
and  for  initiating  the  business  of  the  Convention.  Similar  bills  were 
introduced  into  the  legislature  as  House  Bill  200  and  Senate  Bill  193 
on  February  4,  1969  and  February  5,  1969,  respectively.  The  second 
bill,  "An  Act  Making  Appropriations  for  the  Ordinary  and  Contingent 
Expenses  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  and  for  the  Conduct  of  Elec¬ 
tions  Related  Thereto,"  was  introduced  in  both  houses  on  February  5, 

1969  as  House  Bill  299,  and  Senate  Bill  194. 

Legislative  Amendments 

The  Commission's  recommendations  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly 
were  given  full  public  hearings,  and  were  the  subject  of  much  debate 
and  compromise  on  the  part  of  the  legislative  members.  Many  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  contained  in  the  Commission's  main  bill  were  accepted  by  the 
legislators,  but  not  unexpectedly  the  legislators  introduced,  and  in 
several  instances  adopted,  significant  amendments.  The  General  Assembly 
incorporated  the  following  major  changes  into  the  Commission's  bill: 

1.  That  the  Convention  be  convened  in  the  House  chambers  in 
Springfield  on  December  8,  1969. 

2.  That  a  primary  election  for  the  nomination  of  Convention 
members  be  held  on  September  23,  1969,  and  that  a  general 
election  be  held  on  Nov.  18,  1969. 
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3.  That  the  Convention  members  be  paid  $625  per  month  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  eight  months;  that  each  member  be 
paid  $75  for  each  day,  for  a  total  not  to  exceed  100  days, 
that  he  is  in  attendance  at  the  Convention  or  its  commit¬ 
tees  ;  and  that  each  member  be  reimbursed  for  necessary 
expenses . 

4.  That  the  President  of  the  Convention  receive  $1500  per 
month  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  nine  months  ,  and  the 
Vice-President  receive  $1200  per  month  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  nine  months;  and  that  the  President  and  Vice- 
President  receive  the  per  diem  allowance  and  reimbursement 
for  necessary  expenses  allowed  the  other  members. 

5.  That  $1,750,000  be  appropriated  for  the  salary  and  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  members  of  the  Convention;  that  $1,100,000 
be  appropriated  for  the  expenses  properly  incident  to 
conducting  the  business  of  the  convention;  and  that 
$30,000  be  appropriated  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
for  the  administrative  expenses  properly  incident  to  con¬ 
ducting  the  business  of  the  Convention. 

6.  That  the  nominating  petitions  for  Convention  candidates 
contain  not  less  than  1,000  signatures;  and  that  no  elec¬ 
tor  sign  more  than  two  petitions. 

7.  That  an  emergency  clause  be  included  in  the  legislation. 


Senate  Bill  193  was  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  on  May  6,  1969 
and  signed  into  law  by  Governor  Richard  B.  Ogilvie  on  May  7,  1969. 

Senate  Bill  194,  amended  so  that  it  contains  only  the  appropriations  for 
the  elections  related  to  the  Convention,  was  adopted  by  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  on  June  19,  1969.  The  appropriations  for  the  delegate  salaries 
and  the  Convention  expenses  were  transferred  into  Senate  Bill  193. 

The  full  text  of  both  acts  as  adopted  is  contained  in  Appendix  II.

for  electing  Convention  delegates  and  conducting  the  Convention.  Conse¬ 
quently,  the  Commission,  throughout  its  deliberations  and  when  making  its

recommendat ions  to  the  General  Assembly,  was  keenly  aware  that  several 
of  the  enabling  act  provisions  would  be  subject  to  judicial  interpreta¬ 
tion  as  to  their  constitutionality. 

To  obtain  a  ruling  by  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court,  a  suit  was  filed 
on  May  21,  1969  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Circuit  of 
Sangamon  County.  The  suit,  brought  by  Robert  P.  Livingston,  a  taxpayer 
and  resident  of  the  Third  State  Senatorial  District,  sought  to  have  the 
enabling  legislation  declared  unconstitutional  on  numerous  grounds. 

The  principal  points  raised  were  that  the  state  senatorial  districts 
from  which  the  Convention  delegates  would  be  elected  are  invalid  under 
the  recent  decisions  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  two  cases  in¬ 
volving  Congressional  districts  in  New  York  and  Missouri;  and  that  the 
provisions  of  the  enabling  act  which  would  permit  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  other  public  officials  to  serve  as  delegates  to  the  Consti¬ 
tutional  Convention  and  the  requirement  that  elections  of  delegates  be 
held  on  a  nonpartisan  basis  are  all  unconstitutional  under  the  present 
Illinois  Constitution. 

The  suit  asked  that  the  Secretary  of  State  Paul  Powell  and  the 
State  Electoral  Board  be  enjoined  from  doing  anything  to  carry  out  the 
enabling  act  and  that  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  Michael  Howlett  be 
enjoined  from  issuing  any  warrants  for  the  disbursement  of  state  funds 
under  the  law.  In  the  alternative,  the  suit  asked  the  court  to  declare 
the  rights  of  the  parties  under  the  act  and  to  enter  such  orders  as  may 
be  appropriate.  Finally,  the  suit  asked  the  court  to  retain  jurisdiction 
of  the  matter  to  enter  such  further  orders  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
necessary . 
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A  declaratory  judgment  was  sought  in  the  suit  under  the  provisions 
of  Senate  Bill  236,  enacted  by  the  Seventy- s ixth  General  Assembly,  and 

which  provides  that  the  court  may  entertain  proceedings  for  a  declara- 

» 

tory  judgment  involving  a  political  question  where  the  defendant  is  a 
state  officer  if  the  question  also  involves  a  constitutional  convention. 

On  June  6,  1969  the  Circuit  Court  ruled  that  it  had  jurisdiction 
over  the  subject  matter  contained  in  the  suit.  On  June  13,  1969  the 
court  denied  the  writs  of  injunction  and  declared  Senate  Bill  193  to  be 
constitutional.  The  Illinois  Supreme  Court  heard  the  case  on  June  19, 
1969  but  as  of  this  writing  the  Court  has  not  announced  its  opinion.* 

Other  Legislative  Considerations 

In  addition  to  the  bills  making  provision  for  the  procedures  and 
appropriations  directly  related  to  the  election  of  delegates  and  the 
Convention,  several  other  measures  were  introduced  in  the  General 
Assembly  which  are  relevant  to  the  Convention.  Although  none  were  in¬ 
troduced  as  Commission  bills  or  resolutions,  the  Commission  has  compiled 
a  synopsis  of  the  several  items  and  has  included  them  in  Appendix  III. 

PREPARATORY  RESEARCH 

When  the  Constitution  Study  Commission  of  1965  recommended  that  the 
General  Assembly  continue  the  Commission,  it  did  so  with  the  idea  in 
mind  that  "a  constitutional  convention  and  the  legislature  should  have 
access  to  well-researched  resource  material  in  convenient  form."  Senate 
Bill  1376  which  re-created  the  Commission  directed  it  "to  compile  infor¬ 
mation  .  .  .  and  to  undertake  studies  and  research,  collect  and  organize 
necessary  background  materials,  and  provide  for  the  dissemination 
thereof  to  the  end  that  a  constitutional  convention  may  function  expedi- 

*On  July  10,  1969,  in  the  case  of  Livingston  v.  Ogilvie,  the  Supreme  Court  approved  Senate  Bill  193  except  that  it  ruled 
that  if  a  judge  becomes  a  delegate  he  vacates  his  office  of  judge  because  he  cannot  hold  any  position  of  profit  while  a  judge. 
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tiously  and  efficiently."  A  major  portion  of  the  present  Commission’s 
resources  were  directed  toward  fulfilling  this  mandate,  and  the  Commis¬ 
sion  has  provided  what  it  believes  to  be  a  substantial  contribution  to 
the  research  needed  by  the  state  to  conduct  a  meaningful  Convention. 

The  Institute  of  Government  and  Public  Affairs  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  was  engaged  to  assist  the  Commission  in  its  research  activi¬ 
ties  . 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  research  pro j ects  unde rtaken  by 
the  Commission: 

Annotation  and  Comparative  Analysis  of  the  1870  Illinois  Consti¬ 
tution  -  The  major  research  project  carried  out  by  the  Commission  was 
the  preparation  of  a  document  which  would  both  update  the  annotation  of 
the  Illinois  Constitution  prepared  for  the  1919  Constitutional  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  provide  a  comparative  analysis  of  the  many  provisions  contained 
in  the  Constitution.  More  specifically,  the  document  contains  the 
evolution  of  each  section  of  the  Constitution,  it  delineates  the  present 
meaning  or  judicial  construction  of  each  section,  and  it  draws  attention 
to  the  significant  alternative  methods  of  handling  particular  subjects 
as  included  in  constitutions  of  other  states  or  as  contemplated  by 
recognized  authorities  in  state  constitutional  law. 

In  preparing  the  annotation  and  comparative  analysis,  the  Commis¬ 
sion  obtained  the  services  of  George  Braden  of  New  York  and  Rubin  Cohn, 
of  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Law,  both  recognized  legal 
scholars,  who  were  responsible  for  writing  the  document  in  coordination 
with  the  Institute  of  Government  and  Public  Affairs.  This  project  will 
be  completed  in  the  Summer,  1969.  The  Commission  is  currently  arrang¬ 
ing  for  its  publication  and  will  have  it  available  for  distribution  in 
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the  Fall,  1969.  It  should  serve  as  a  basic  resource  tool  not  only  for 
the  delegates  and  staff  of  the  Convention,  but  for  individuals  and 
groups  throughout  the  state  both  during  and  after  the  Convention. 

History  of  Constitution-Making  in  Illinois  -  Illinois  has  been 
quite  active  in  the  area  of  constitutional  revision  since  it  became  one 
of  the  United  States  in  1818.  Since  that  time,  Illinois  has  had  three 
constitutions,  it  has  voted  on  ten  constitutional  convention  calls,  it 
has  experienced  five  conventions ,  and  34  attempts  have  been  made  to 
amend  the  present  Constitution.  The  details  of  these  efforts  have  been 
historically  recounted  in  one  document  prepared  for  the  Commission  by 
Mrs.  Janet  Cornelius  of  the  Institute  of  Government  and  Public  Affairs. 
The  study  is  to  be  published  by  the  Institute  and  will  be  available  for 
distribution  in  the  Summer,  1969. 

Bibliography  of  Constitutional  Revision  in  Illinois  -  In  an  attempt 
to  pull  together  the  literature  which  will  be  useful  to  those  involved 
and  interested  in  the  Convention,  the  Commission  has  prepared  a  bibliog¬ 
raphy  of  the  published  titles  directly  related  to  the  Illinois  Consti¬ 
tution.  It  is  presently  available  as  a  first  edition,  and  contains  some 
200  entries .  The  bibliography  will  be  revised  prior  to  the  Convention 
as  additional  materials  are  researched  and  prepared.  It  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  in  mimeographed  form  by  the  Institute  of  Government  and  Public 
Affairs  and  several  hundred  copies  have  been  distributed  to  libraries 
and  schools  throughout  the  state. 

Other  Research  Activities  -  In  addition  to  the  three  projects 
outlined  above,  the  Commission  has  undertaken  several  other  projects 
which  will  be  of  assistance  to  the  Convention.  The  Commission  has: 
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1.  Begun  the  preparation  of  a  manual  on  the  organization  and 
procedures  of  the  Convention.  The  manual  will  contain  a  set  of  suggest¬ 
ed  rules  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  delegates  for  their 

consideration . 

2.  Compiled  materials  published  by  past  Illinois  constitutional 
conventions,  by  other  states  which  have  recently  held  conventions,  and 
by  such  groups  as  the  National  Municipal  League. 

3.  Initiated  the  development  of  a  Convention  library  to  be  used  by 
the  delegates  and  their  staff  members.  The  Commission  is  currently 
taking  steps  to  obtain  computerized  tapes  containing  the  constitutions 
of  other  states.  Development  of  the  Library  has  been  coordinated  with 
the  Secretary  of  State’s  office. 

4.  Kept  abreast  of  the  many  constitutional  revision  developments  in 
pther  states,  and  has  collected  information  pertaining  to  those  develop- 
ments . 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  NEEDED  CONVENTION  PREPARATIONS 

The  Commission  has  contributed  to  the  many  preparations  that  are 
necessary  to  insure  a  constitutional  convention  that  will  ’’function 
expeditiously  and  efficiently.”  However,  the  Commission  feels  that 
other  preparations  will  be  needed  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  Accordingly,  we  have  recommended,  in  bill  form  submitted  to  both 
houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  that  the  Constitution  Study  Commission 
be  continued  with  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  carry  out  its  prepara¬ 
tory  tasks.  Senate  Bill  834  and  House  Bill  1957  were  introduced  into 
the  legislature  on  April  10,  1969  and  April  21,  1969  respectively. 

The  General  Assembly  passed  House  Bill  1957  on  June  17,  1969.  The  full 
text  of  House  Bill  1957  as  adopted  is  presented  in  Appendix  IV. 
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The  Commission’s  bill  stipulates  that  the  re-created  Commission  aid 
in  the  preparation  and  functioning  of  the  Convention.  A  more  detailed 
breakdown  of  the  present  Commission’s  recommendations  for  the  activities 
of  the  continued  Commission  are  as  follows : 

Arrange,  Furnish,  and  Prepare  the  Convention  Facilities  -  The 
logistics  of  assembling  a  constitutional  convention  will  need  to  be 
considered  well  in  advance  of  the  convening  date.  Many  of  the  activi¬ 
ties  listed  below  will  need  to  be  coordinated  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  : 

1.  Coordinate  the  use  of  the  House  chambers  and  auxiliary  space 
with  the  House  and  Senate  leadership,  including  a  determination  of  which 
facilities  are  to  be  used  jointly,  and  which  are  to  be  assigned  perma¬ 
nently  . 

2.  Arrange  for  additional  auxiliary  space  for  staff,  clerical  work, 
press,  etc.,  in  other  state  buildings  as  necessary. 

3.  Determine  alternative  sites  to  which  the  Convention  may  adjourn, 
and  determine  feasible  locations  where  committee  hearings  and  meetings 
can  be  held  throughout  the  state. 

4.  Purchase  or  rent  Convention  equipment,  supplies,  and  incidentals 
which  cannot  otherwise  be  obtained  from  other  state  agencies. 

5.  Coordinate  the  development  of  the  Convention  library  with  the 
Illinois  State  Library  personnel. 

Prepare  for  and  Conduct  a  Delegate  Orientation  Conference  -  An 
orientation  conference  has  been  found  to  be  useful  in  other  states  for 
introducing  the  delegates  to  one  another;  for  informing  them  of  house¬ 
keeping  details,  e.g.,  housing  and  drawing  of  salary;  for  orienting 
them  to  some  parliamentary  procedures  necessary  to  begin  the  business 
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of  the  Convention;  and  for  initiating  some  discussion  of  the  issues 
anticipated  in  the  Convention.  The  Commission  suggests  that  the  con¬ 
ference  be  held  for  two  or  three  days  during  which  time  the  delegates 
devote  their  entire  attention  to  the  sessions.  It  is  also  suggested 
that  the  Commission  jointly  sponsor  the  conference  with  another  group, 
and  that  the  following  tasks  be  carried  out: 

1.  Arrange  the  program,  the  speakers,  the  facilities,  and  other 
logistical  needs . 

2.  Prepare  or  have  prepared  and  distribute  materials  needed  by  the 
delegates  for  the  conference,  and  distribute  Convention  materials  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  present  Commission  or  by  other  research  groups. 

5.  Reimburse  the  delegates  and  other  participants  for  the  expenses 
incurred  in  attending  the  conference. 

Serve  as  Official  Spokesman  and  Liaison  for  the  Convention  Until 
it  Convenes  -  As  the  visibility  and  interest  in  the  Convention  rises 
during  the  summer  and  during  the  elections,  there  will  be  an  increasing 
need  for  an  official  spokesman  for  the  state  on  Convention  developments. 
The  recreated  Commission  would: 

1.  Maintain  offices  in  Chicago  and  Springfield. 

2.  Serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  information  requests. 

3.  Disseminate  literature  made  available  for  public  distribution. 

4.  Turn  out  press  releases  or  newsletters  on  pre -Convention 
developments . 

5.  Serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  requests  for  speakers  on  the 

Convention . 

Research,  Compile  and  Publish  Information  of  the  Convention  - 
During  the  course  of  the  Convention,  countless  informational  and 
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research  requests  will  be  made  by  the  delegates.  The  operation  of  the 
Convention  will  be  enhanced  if  much  of  the  information  can  be  compiled 
for  the  delegates  in  advance,  and  if  other  materials  can  be  made  avail¬ 
able  for  staff  use  during  the  Convention.  Commission  activities  would 
include : 

1.  Completion  of  a  manual  on  the  organization  and  procedures  of 
the  Convention,  including  a  recommended  set  of  rules  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Convention. 

2.  Research  and  prepare  needed  materials  not  within  the  purview  of 
other  research  groups . 

3.  Continue  to  obtain  materials  from  other  states,  universities, 
libraries,  and  private  organizations  as  needed. 

Analyze  and  Recommend  Convention  Staff  Needs  -  The  effective 
operation  of  the  Convention  will  depend  in  large  part  on  the  type  of 
staff  work  which  is  carried  out  during  the  Convention.  It  will  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find  qualified  people  who  can  avail  themselves  for  the  duration 
of  the  Convention.  This  necessitates  the  need  for  early  consideration 
to  be  given  to  staffing  so  that  the  Convention  can  begin  full-scale 
operations  as  soon  as  possible  after  convening.  The  Commission  could 
assist  by: 

1.  Analyzing  and  recommending  a  staff  organization,  developing  job 
descriptions,  and  suggesting  salary  scales. 

2.  Preparing  a  file  of  potentially  employable  personnel  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  Convention. 

3.  Hiring  interim  personnel  for  those  Convention  staff  duties  which 
need  to  be  started  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  Convention. 
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Additional  Functions  -  There  are  several  other  tasks  which  the 
continued  Commission  might  carry  out  to  assist  in  the  initial  operations 
of  the  Convention: 

1.  Prepare  lists  of  experts  in  various  fields  who  can  serve  as 
consultants  and  give  testimony  in  the  Convention. 

2.  Begin  an  accounting  procedure  for  the  Convention. 

3.  Compile  necessary  information  on  resources,  contracts,  costs, 
etc.,  for  printing  and  publications.

State  legislators  and  other  public  officials, 
so  long  as  they  retain  their  elected  or  appointed  offices  and 
serve  as  members  of  the  Convention,  shall  receive  no  compen¬ 
sation  for  their  Convention  services  other  than  the  postage 
allotment,  mileage  allowance  and  expenses  as  provided  for  in 
Section  8. 

Section  in.  The  pay  and  mileage  allowed  to  each  member 
shall  be  certified. to  by  the  President  of  the  Convention  and 
entered  on  the  journal  of  the  Convention. 

Section  11.  The  Convention  shall  determine  the  rules 
of  its  procedure,  and  be  the  judcje  of  the  election,  returns 
and  nuali f ications  of  its  members.  The  Convention  shall 
keep  a  verbatim  journal  of  its  proceedinas  and  a  transcript 
of  its  debates  and  shall  provide  for  the  publication  thereof. 
Each  committee  of  the  Convention  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings  and  reports,  and  the  Convention  shall  provide 
for  the  publication  thereof.  The  Convention  may  also  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  publication  of  any  of  its  other  documents  and 
reports . 

Until  the  Convention  has  adopted  rules  of  prcjcedure, 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  shall  govern  the  procedure 
of  the  Convention.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  59  members  or 
such  other  number  as  is  determined  by  the  Convention. 

The  Governor  shall  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  Con¬ 
stitutional  Convention  to  order  and  shall  preside  until  a 
temporary  president  is  elected.

21  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  this  State  for  ratifi- 

22  cation  or  rejection,  at  an  election  appointed  by  the  con- 

23  vention  for  that  purpose,  not  less  than  two  months  nor  more 

24  than  six  months  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention. 

25  Each  proposed  revision,  alteration,  or  amendment,  together 

26  with  appropriate  information  explaining  each  revision, 

27  alteration,  or  amendment,  shall  be  published  in  full  and 

28  disseminated  to  the  electors  upon  adjournment  of  the  Con- 

29  vention  but  not  later  than  one  month  preceding  the  election 

30  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Convention  prescribes. 

31  The  Convention  shall  fix  the  date  upon  which  such

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Notice  of  the  election  to  be  called  by  the  Convention 
shall  be  given  in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  by  the 

Convention.  The  Convention  shu _ prescribe  the  manner  and 

form  of  voting  at  such  election.  The  State  shall  reimburse 
the  local  election  officials  (a)  for  their  actual  expenses 
incurred  in  the  printing  of  election  ballots  and  the  com¬ 
pensating  of  the  election  judges,  and  (b)  for  any  other 
additional  expense  which  is  directly  attributable  to  the 
election  called  by  the  Convention.  Payment  to  the  local 
election  officials  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  from  amounts  appropriated  for  such  purpose 
upon  receipt  and  approval  of  itemized  statements  certified 
to  by  the  respective  county  clerks  and  boards  of  election 
commissioners  clearly  establishing  the  right  to  reimburse¬ 
ment  . 

The  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be  tabulated, 
returned  and  canvassed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  Convention. 

The  Election  Code  shall  apply  in  all  other  respects  to 
the  election  conducted  under  this  Section. 

Section  14.  The  Convention  may  punish  by  imprisonment 
any  person,  not  a  member,  who  is  guilty  of  disrespect  to 
the  Convention,  by  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in 
its  presence,  but  no  such  imprisonment  may  extend  beyond 
24  hours  at  any  one  time ,  unless  the  person  persists  in  that 
disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior.  Commitments  for  dis¬ 
orderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  the  presence  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law 
for  the  commitment  of  persons  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  Convention  may  compel  the  attendance  of  its  members . 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  public  officers 
to  furnish  the  Convention  with  any  all  all  statements,  papers, 
books,  records  and  public  documents  that  the  Convention 
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1  requires.  The  Convention,  and  its  committees,  may  compel 

2  the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production 

3  of  books,  records  and  documents.  Oaths  may  be  administered

5  Subpoenas  and  subpoenas  duces  tecum  may  be  issued  over  the

9  Any  circuit  court  of  this  State,  or  any  judge  thereof,

13  tion  by  an  attachment  for  contempt  or  otherwise  in  the  same

HJR  45--Suggests  to  Constitutional  Convention  to 
be  convened  in  1969  that  it  propose  a  Suffrage  Arti¬ 
cle  permitting  every  person  over  18  years  of  age  or 
over  on  the  day  of  an  election  to  vote  and  which 
does  not  include  residency  requirements  as  a  Consti¬ 
tutional  requirement  for  voting.

HJR  71--Proposes  to  create  a  joint  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  seven 
members  from  each  House.  Members  shall  serve  without 
pay  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses. 

Final  Disposition- -Consideration  postponed  in 
House  Executive  Committee.

Interim  Disposition- -In  Senate  Executive  Committee. 
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SJR  30--Proposes  to  add  Article  IX-A  to  the  State 
Constitution  to  prohibit  the  taxation  of  personal 
property  by  valuation  as  to  individuals.  Effective 
January  1,  1971.

Section  1.  There  is  created  the  Constitution  Study

Commission,  hereinafter  in  this  Act  called  the  Commission.

The  Commission  shall  consist  of  8  members  of  the  House  of

Representatives,  4‘ of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker

thereof  and  4  by  the  House  Minority  Leader;  8  members  of  the

Senate,  4  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  Pro

The  Commission  may  receive  and  use  any 
gift  or  grant  of  funds,  services  or  facilities  from  any 
source,  public  or  private,  made  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
the  Commission  in  carrying  out  its  function. 

Section  5-  The  Commission  shall  report  its  findings 
and  any  recommendations  it  considers  necessary  and  transfer 
its  fi.les  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  v;i thin  3°  days 
after  the  Constitutional  Convention  has  convened. 

Section  6.  The  Commission  may,  without  regard  to  the 
Personnel  Code,  employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  necessary 
assistants . 

Section  7-  The  sum  of  $103,000  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  appropriated  to  the  Commission  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act.  Of  this  amount  not  more  than 
$25,000  may  be  expended  for  library  materials  and  services 
for  the  Constitutional  Convention.  Any  such  library  materials 
shall  be  held  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Librarian  and  made 
available  to  the  Convention  by  him. 

Section  8.  This  Act  is  repealed  as  of  July  1,  1970. 
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
